Neither of thels rwo conditt- 
_ ons did yery well pleaſe the Dutch- 
cls, who had rather have had a 
third, had it been in her cholle, - 
which w2s -to remain with the 
Dutchels D*Aumont her Siſter, where 
ſhe might have every” day ſeen 
Monſieur de Ti/ladert ; but the 
Great Alcander having 'pronoun-

witaeſs of their Felicicy ? Muſt I for- 
ſake 'for ever a Beauty whom I have 
ſo long ador'd ? Jing made this 
ſorrowful refleftiofi, he came near 
Scanderberg with as: much freedom as 
he might have dohe at Arnadrianople - 
"Tho? we.are both Enemies and Rivals, 
ſaid he to him, I fear nothing from 
thee which might be unworthy- of a 
Prince whom all the World admires ; 
and without any: baſe ſubmiſſion muſt

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FR impreſſion upon. Scarderberg ; © he 
had always been _— of Mahomet's 
excellent Virtues, which anſwered. well 
his Illuſtrious Birth 3 and ſeeing that 
he could not in reaſon upbraid' him of 
his Pride; My Lord, ſaid he to him, 
7 ſhall never hate you, tho? you can 
never love. me; and 7 would willing- 
ly art with any thing befides Aria- 
#iſſa for your ſatisfaftion, Time, in-- 
terrupted Mahomer, will without doubt 
afford vs ſome occaſions to ſee -one a- 
nother again... In the mean time, en- 
joy - your Arianiſſa, whom 7 cannot 
take away from yon. Having ſpoke 
theſe words, away he rode, and was 
ſoon out of ſight with his Men.

and was taking new refolntions, both a- 
eainſt the Life and Fortune of the King 
of Albania, this Prince who aow. enjoy*'d 
his dear Arianiſſa, kept his Army in a 
capacity of reſiſting all the ' Ortoman
